into the explorion tragedy was resumed, The
examinution commwenecd at & o’slodk, when the
first witness called was John Bechtel, He livos
8t No, 280 North Fiheenth street, and is the
workman who, at Geasey & Ward's, on the after-
noon of the explosion, assisted in Lhe repairs of
the boiler, He deposed thst, belng called by
the inger, Mr. Jenkin<, to help %un n the
1eC0 ction of ihe boilers, ha lound that
eentlenian werking with a wrench, loosing the
bolts of the' eylinder-hend. This was to see the
packing rings. The witness, stating that the
WOork War being done al the wrong cond, re
moved the other eapuion, and tound the packing
rings were corfoded and fwmovuble, @ foro-
men of Mr. Kig's shop, Mr. Farrel, was then
sent for, and he came to the sceno,

Mr, tel then told the foreman that thers
recmed to be something wrong with the rings,
nnd the {oreman decided to remove them. This

was diffficult. The key was knooked out of the
cross-head, snd drew {hnlsrom the piston: o
lock was inserted between the ton and

Crose-head, the pision twken out, and the rin

next prooess was to examine the stufing-box
and place it on the ceylinder-head, Bequuted
‘I:Lthc engineer to do this, Mr Bechtel declined,

mving Jenking to complete the job,

On cross-examinution, the witness sald that he
spent an bour ana & half in the mill. All this
while the eugine was placed and there was no
leakngo, This occusion was the only time that
he ever visited Lhe place; bat then the throttle-
valve wae shut, ana had been for some time,
because the cylinder was cold when he com-
menced work; when the guestion was asked
what amount of steam wue ralscd, and (he
apswer was made “oue pound,” it created a
lsugh, ana the engincer told the fireman to
throw on ¢:al.

This testimony Mr, Bechtel said he gnve with-
out any knowledge of the engineer or his ability,
On no other occasion had be met Mr, Jenkine,
and on that occusion there was nothing to pre-
vent him from attending personally to the
engine and examining into the csuse of the
absence of steam, There scemed to be a short
etout man dressed in )ight clothes, who assumed
authority in the engine-room, but witness did
not know this was Mr. Geasey. The latter he
did vot st ull know. There was considerable
levity among the men surrounding the engine
and the engineer could have been recognlxed
xl{nl;y an oceasional direction concerning the

fler this witness came Mr, Ward, who desired
to make a statement, This was that after
dinner on Thursday he and Mr. Gensey met on a
pile of lumber outside the door of the yard, and,
with perbape an exception of about three or
four minutes, they were together until the sepa-
ration, immediatély before the dissster. That
Mr, Gensey perfectly nnderstood the constrac-
tion of the boller valves, and their special uses,
the witness had every reason to suppose. The
safety-valve and steam-gauge were not both
visible to the epgincer wheo the latter was
firing in the boiler room. The gauge alone was
visible trom that location. From that room the
ascent to the top of the botlers was by meaus of
ladders. A siray rieca of lnmber coul'd not have
fallen upon the lever of the throttle-valve. It

was turned by the hand.

Joshua Morgan, of the firm of Morgan & Orr,
who constructed {be bolers, then appeared.
He suid there were two bollers, twenty-six feet
lonﬂ. forly inches in diameter, and two Lwelve-

flues. They were built in the fall of 1862,
under contract, with specifications furnished,

Mr, Lyons called for the reason of the location
of the valves in their peculiar situation.

Mr, Morgan replied that the person for whom
they were vrected desired to use them alter-
nately. Mr, Orr, who speclally attended to the
contract for these boilers, is ol the impression
that this throttle-valve was particularly speci-
fied by the owner, but to this afirmation could
not be wade. The valves were placed, accord-

to the memory of the witness, at the back
end=—sabout ten feet from the end,

Mr, Lyons—In the specification, was there
anything said about the number of safety-
valves !

Mr. Morgan—No, siz

Mr. Liyons—About the quality of iron?

Mr. Howln—-We always try to ges first quality
of irom, e Always pay for that.

Mr, Lyons—About the thickness?

Mr, Morgan—Well, I saw to-day some of the
iron, which was three-sixteentbs of an inch,
and there were two feet of the same plece
whick were one-quarter.

Mr, Lyons—Was your specification in writing ?

Mr. Morgan—No, sir,

Mr. Lyons—Are there more of your bollers of
similar copstruction in the city?

Mr. Morgan -Beveral. Some of the sogar-
houses have them. No trouble was found with
the boilers previously, and these boilers were
always considered good. Do not know of any
boilers now running in the clty in the alter-
nate way used at Ward & Goasey’s,

Professor Norton—What pressure was Intended
to be carried by tha bollers?

Mr. Morgan—They wounld have carried 150

Orlando Johuson, livin
svenue, was then sworn—He crected the bollers,
or, rather, put upon thewm the connections.
This was a cross-pipe, about two thirds of the
way from the front of the boders, with two
stop-valves, besldes the two safety-valves. The
connections and the steam-guage were on the
same After the boillers were erécted Lhe
witness went to the mill but once, In conver-
sation with Mr. Goehmau, when the bollers were
being erected, Mr, Johnson explatned the entire
working of the valves, and pro ¢ and urged
an additional stop-valve between the boller and
the engine, This Mr, Goehman, the then owner
of the miil, declived. The ruggestion was made
that in onse uny disorder sbhonld arise in the
hoiler, éngine, or the yalve uiready there; the
new valve could be used to stop the boller. The
valve placed Lhere was simply intended to out
off connection between the boilers, and not to
stop the cogine, This last visit was two yeurs
ago. Mr, Goshmun sald that a pew stop-valve
was in bis opinion unnecpssarv; that there was
already & stop-yalve on Lhe cylinder,

Mr. Rorman Wyard, sn expert lving in New
York, then appeared, and stated that fun expe-
ricnce in the examination of the causes of
boiler explosions had been extensive. Op two
occasions he endeayored to burst bollers by
bolting down the salety-valves, but failed. A
thoussnd small Jeaks would occur al the rivets,
and the steam would o:onpe. With eannon
closed, the explosion §s the explosion—so the
explainer reasoned—the osuse is in unequsl
cxpansion. He burst boileis withoul prossure,
The lovgitodionl seams of the boiler have hut
66 100 of the strength of the sheet, to resist
splitting lenpthwise, A boller with a pressure
from the Interlor will break with a quarter less
pressure along the lenglhwise seams than it
will in a bransverse strain,

¢ then siated thut he believed there was
little water In the botler, and beiog raplaly
heated by a brisk shaving fire, and expanding
along the length of the botler, it borst In a
lengthwige direction.

VERDIOT OF THE JURY.

The {mv. after m short deliberation, rendered
the lollowing verdiot:=—That the deaths ol G, W.
Geascy and others were caused by the explosion
of the beiler at the mill No. 1026 8ansom 8ireet,
From the evidence before them, iucluding that
0. several experts examined, the jory are of the
opinion thut the explosion of the boiler was the
result of over-pressure, caused by the closing of
the stop-valve placed immedimelir over the
boiler, thus ehutting off all communication with
the safety-valve and pressure-gauge, The
balance ot the evidence, mlso, in the opinion
of the jur{, tends to show that the vslve was
closed by Mr, Geasey, to enable the repalrs of
the engine (o be made, In the oplnion of the
jury, while the condition of the boiler as regurds
construction and material was thorowhly good,
the placing of a slop-valye between the boller
and the safety-valve, and indicator of pressure,
was & most unsafe and nnjustifiable proceeding,
neither warranted by example nor the opinion
of competent engineers. It slso appears (hat
several other bollers of like construction have
been put up by the same builders in this city,
whereby the lives and property of our citizens
are endangered. In view of this, as well as the
Inmentable occurrence which we have just had
under investigation, this jury would reiterate
what has before been so stromely stated, that
the action of our city authorities, by which pro-

er oversight and inspection should be secured,
& imperatively demanded, and should not be
delnyed, lest, as before predieted, anothes terri-
ble disaster should reveal the consequences of
neglect.
